RIO DE JANIERO, March 28

There are twenty-eight German mer-
chantmen internsd in this and other Bra-
sillan ports today which, rumor has it
would become ralders of American shipping
In case of war betwen the 1'nited States
and Germany. These ships total about 110,-
000 tons and are valued at $4,000,000 Half
of them are In this port and the others
seatterad about other Brazillan porte.

With two exceptlions ull these ships are
at liberty to put to S¢m gt any time.
